S Majeſty being deſirous that the Treaties between Him and the Neigh- 
bouring Princes and States, His Allies, be duly Obſerved and Exe- 
cuted, and in no wiſe miſconſtrued in this junEture of time, is pleaſed to De- 
c!are, "That the Claule in the Jatter end of the Fifth Article of His late 
Royal Proclamation, bearing Dare at Newmgrket the Twelfth of this Month, 
( Purporting, That the Goods or Merchandizes.of His Own Subje&ts feund 
in Prize-Ships brought up to His Majcſtie- Ports,-ſhall upon due Proof, be 
taken out and Reſtored to the true Proprietors) is to be underſtood, onely 
of the Goods or Merchandizes of His Majeſties Subje&s, taken in the 

Ships of ſuch of His Allies, as being in War with others, have inthe Trea- 
ties now Sublifting between His Majeſty and them, no ſuch Clauſe o: 
Proviſion as makes Free-Goods to hecome Unfree, when Laden and Take: 


of His Majeſties Allies who by Treaty with Him have Stipulated and A- 


greed, That whatſoever Goods or Merchandize ſhall be found Laden by His Majeſties Subje&s, upon any 


Ship whatſo=ver belonging ro thoſe with whom ſuch Allies are in Hoſtility, may be Confiſcated ; Ir is His 
Majeſties meaning, T har the Goods or Merchandizes of His Own Subje&s ſo taken and brought up into 


Port, be not taken out of any Prize-Ship, or Reſtored to the Proprietors; But be left in the Power and 


Poſſefion of the Taptor, as well as the proper Goods of thoſe he is in Hoſtility with, that ſhall be taken in the 
ſame Ship; And this His Majz{ty Commands to be ſtritly obſerved by His Officers in the Sea Ports of His 


Kingdoms and Dominions, whom it may or ſhall in any way coacera. 
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
